COUNCIL NEWS 


Bethel ‘Temple in Sacramento was 
the focal point of District interest and 
the scene of spiritual blessing and good 
fellowship from Monday through Fri- 
day of the last week of January, the 
time of the 30th annual District Council 
session. The meeting is over, but its 
effect, spiritually and in the matter of 
District business and responsibilities, is 
still with us and will be felt in days to 
come. The cause of Christ and the best 
that we can do in the spreading of His 
gospel is the reason for the existence of 
our Council fellowship and of the busi- 
ness that is conducted at its annual meet- 
ings. The pleasure of meeting friends 
and the profit of the Lord’s good blessing 
are happy accompaniments of the neces- 
sary gathering to conduct the business 
of our District Council. 


The evening services were all special 
in their own way—the opening rally, the 
missionary service, the Glad ‘Tidings 
Bible Institute night, and the young 
people’s meeting on the closing evening, 
when C. A.’s gathered from miles 
around for the great youth rally. 


The business conducted in the busi- 
ness’ sessions largely concerned the Bible 
school and the campground. The mat- 
ters under discussion and the action 
taken on them follow. 


The first resolution offered for con- 
sideration and passed with but one dis- 
senting vote after an amendment was 
added: “Whereas the District presbytery 
has recommended that the District 
Council now in session accept the offer 
tendered by the Glad ‘Tidings Temple 
board to lease the Bible Institute prop- 
erty for a term of 99 years at $1.00 per 
year; be it resolved that this 30th Dis- 
trict Council session approve their action 
and authorize the negotiation of such 
a contract.” The amendment: “The ac- 
ceptance of this motion must not be 
interpreted in a manner that will retard 
development and expansion of a District 
school; neither should it be construed to 
mean that it is necessary or advisable to 
remain permanently in the school’s pres- 
ent location. The thought involved in 
the acceptance of this motion is summed 
up in this brief statement: ‘It is an an- 
swer to the present emergency.” A 
motion was passed that a committee be 
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appointed by the chair to go into action 
immediately for consideration of sites 
and future possibilities of a new Bible 
school and to consider offers of grounds 
and bring final decision at the camp 
meeting this summer. Also passed was 
a motion “that a committee of five be 
appointed (to serve with the Superin- 
tendent and Secretary) and authorized 
to negotiate with the Glad ‘Tidings board 
to get a financial settlement on an equit- 
able apportionment of the valuation of 
the present building at the earliest dis- 
cretionary moment.” Later another mo- 
tion was passed “that the District pres- 
bytery be empowered to act should 
suitable property for a Bible school be 


found.” 


Other business concerned the camp- 
ground. Passed was the resolution that, 
“Inasmuch as the Bethany Campground 
at Santa Cruz is ready for immediate 
development, and since the best inter- 
ests of our general fellowship seems to 
indicate that the work of development 
should be launched at an early date; 
be it therefore resolved that this District 
Council go on record as being in favor 
of immediate steps to interest Our assem+ 
blies in the widest possible participation 
in developing our camp facilities, and 
that the District presbytery be hereby 
authorized and requested to devise ways 
and means to expedite this work.” ‘The 
pledges taken in that meeting, pledges 
from churches and individuals 
amounted to $6405.00. The cash offer- 
ing was $187.64. The members also 
voted that the campground committee 
be authorized to investigate the feasibility 
or possibility of tearing down the taber- 
nacle in St. Helena and reconstructing 
it on the Santa Cruz campground 


A resolution was passed that the pres- 
bytery should meet at least four times a 
year for District business. 


Article 2, Section 2, Paragraph 2 of 
the bylaws was changed to read: “Nomi- 
nations for District presbyters shall be 
made by each section at a special meet- 
ing of the resident pastors of the section 
who shall be members of the Northern 
California and Nevada District Council 
and the delegates regularly elected by 
the afhliated assemblies of the section.” 


(The rest of the paragraph remains as 


it appears on page Il of the 1947 
Minute Book.) 

Brother L. R. Keys and Brother C. EF: 
Persing were elected to serve another 
year as our General Presbyters. Brother 
M. M. York was elected District Pres- 
byter of the Nevada subdistrict, that 
subdistrict having submitted two names 
for election.

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Paul tells us in Romans 8:14 that “as 
many as are led by the Spirit of God, 
they are the sons of God,” or, as Moffatt 
renders it, “The sons of God are those 
who are guided by the Spirit of God.” 
The subject of divine guidance is a 
very important subject, and it merits 
more attention than it usually gets. It is 
the privilege of every child of God to be 
led by the Spirit, and what Paul savs is 
an indication that such guidance is an 
evidence of sonship. There are other 
evidences, of course, but this is one 
evidence, and evidently an outstanding 
one. 


Before our Lord went away He prom- 
ised to send the Comforter, and concern- 
ing Him He said, “When He, the Spirit 


of truth, is come, He will guide you.” 


There are different ways of being 
guided. We are very frequently guided 
by the precepts of the Word, the Scrip- 
tures of truth. So it is very importan: 
that we read the Bible every day, and 
that we be familiar with its instructions. 
Wherever the Bible clearly indicates 
what our course of action should be we 
should look for no other guidance, but 
should act accordingly. Sometimes God 
guides by circumstances. If a certain 
course of action is not contrary to the 
will of God, and all the circumstances, 
being taken into consideration, indicate 
that it should be taken, we may regard 
the circumstances as indicating God's 
will. Sometimes God guides through 
His church, through the corporate body 
of believers, and sometimes through the 
advice of a godly minister or praying 
friend. And sometimes by what has 
been called “the Inner Voice.” I am 
convinced by a study of the Acts of the 
Apostles and the Epistles of Paul that 
it was by this Inner Voice that the great 
Apostle was most frequently led. He 
heard the Inner Voice, and, being in 
constant touch with God, he knew it 
was a divine voice, the voice of God 
Himself. He was thus as definitely 
guided as though the Lord had appeared 
to him each time in the same way in 
which He appeared on the Damascus 
road when the voice was evidently an 
audible voice and spoke in such dis- 
tinct tones that there was no mistaking 
the fact that it was none other than the 
voice of the crucified and risen Lord 
Jesus.

try to be led by stars, and he tells us that 
“turning to stars for guidance is a sign 
of decay, mentally and spiritually.” He 
asserts, “It is sheer materialism to be- 
lieve your life is determined by lumps 
of matter floating in space. It is a sign 
of failure of nerves—you don’t face the 
facts of life in the courage and spirit 
of Christ, but you turn to dodging 
Stars. = 

I agree with Stanley Jones that “turn- 
ing to stars for guidance is a sign of 
decay,” and also that stars are “lumps 
of matter,” which means, of course, 
that they are devoid of intelligence, as 
is everything that is merely material in 
its nature; but that they are “Hoating 
in space” I deny. Every one of them, 
like our world, is revolving upon an 
axis and is confined to an orbit, and, 
along with all its billions of compan- 
ions, is moving forward under the con- 
trol of a divine hand, making circuits 
around a common center, which, | 
believe, is the throne of God. And I 
find myself disagreeing, too, with the 
idea that stars are “dodging stars.” There 
is nothing the stars have to dodge. If 
indeed they were “lumps of matter 
floating in space,” since there are so 
many billions of them, more than man 
is capable of counting, they would be 
in continual danger of collision. But if 
even this were the case they could 
hardly be called “dodging stars,” for in 
order to dodge one another they would 
have to possess intelligence, and matter 
does not possess intelligence and can- 
not possess it; intelligence can be pos- 
sessed only by mind. Stars, theretore, 
are not “dodging stars.” Let us not give 
utterance to untruth in order to combat 
error. 

With the thought concerning divine 
guidance as expressed by Stanley Jones 
I find myself in complete agreement. 
He quotes a pastor who remarked, “We 
need to regain the sense of being led.” 
It is indeed true that no one of us is 
capable of getting along in this world 
without guidance. God who created us 
constituted us dependent creatures; man 
has been a dependent being ever since 
he came from the hand of his Creator; 
we are dependent upon God for every- 


thing that we need; were He to with- 
draw Himself from us for even a single 
moment we should be utterly undone; 
the apostle has truly said that “in Him 
we live, and move, and have our being” 
(Acts 17:28). And in the spiritual 
realm, after we have had our sins for- 
given and our hearts cleansed, and we 
have been made children of God by 
virtue of the new birth, there is nothing 
that we need from day to day that is of 
greater importance than is guidance. 
And that it is our privilege to be 
guided is most certainly the teaching 
of the Word. 

Stanley Jones says that several years 
ago, when he was ready to sail back to 
India, the Inner Voice insisted that he 
stay in America. It said, “I want you 
here.” And when he made this an- 
nouncement it aroused widespread com- 
ment, some of it favorable and some of 
it unfavorable, as if, he remarks, it were 
a strange and superstitious thing to be 
led of God, directly and at first hand. 

No one can consult the Acts of the 
Apostles, or read the Epistles Paul 
wrote, without being impressed by the 
fact that divine guidance was very com- 
mon, was, in fact, the usual thing, in 
church circles, in the early days of 
Christianity. Is there any reason to be- 
lieve that it was not the will of God 
that this guidance should characterize 
the church as a whole, and individual 
members of the church, all the way 
down through the centuries until the 
coming of the Lord and the ending of 
the church age? God is no respector of 
persons, and surely if He guided Paul 
He will guide me, unless indeed I close 
my ears and refuse to hear what the 
Spirit says. I have a deep-seated con- 
viction that if any soul that has been 
saved, and baptized in the Spirit, will 
live in the place of victory and blessing, 
there will be an Inner Voice that will 
very frequently speak and make known 
the will of God. And how blessed in- 
deed it is to hear that Voice and to heed 
it! 

Recently I went to a store to get some 
groceries. While I was putting the gro- 
ceries in my shopping bag I was turn- 
ing over a thought in my mind; [ was 
looking at it from various angles; I was 
endeavoring to thoroughly analyze it. 
And so engrossed did I become in that 
thought that I walked past the cashier

Superintendent’s Annual Report 


The fiscal year just closed has left 
with us many evidences of God's gra- 
cious favor. The most heartening reali- 
zation is the blessed assurance that our 
ineffable Christ, who was seen walking 
in the midst of the golden candlesticks 
in the Patmos vision, is with us still, 
walking in the very midst of the churches 
which He purchased with His own 
precious blood. While we are assem- 
bled here in annual conference, I think 
it fitting to remind ourselves that the 
intrinsic worth that is now or may here- 
after be attached to our fellowship is 
that of our association and identification 
with our once suffering but now risen 
and exalted Lord Jesus. Our only glory 
is in the Lord and in His cross. 

We who by the grace of God have 
found a place in this aggressive revival 
movement have indeed a great heritage. 
Back of us are good days marked by rug- 
ged, self-denying toil and specially char- 
Reeried by exploits of faith and power. 
Blessed be God, the times of self-effac- 
ing, divinely attested ministrations are 
not all in the fast receding past. Even 
yet, in spite of the lure of soft inner- 
springs and airfoam cushions, we have 
men and women who are willing to en- 
dure hardness as good soldiers of Jesus 
Christ and with whom the divinely ap- 
pointed marks of discipleship are yet in 
evidence. God bless our dwindling army 
of courageous pioneers; they are worthy 


of a high place on the honor roll. 


It is no part of my purpose to spend 
my time and yours in indulging any- 
body’s flair for favorable mention. Yet 
there should be a place in this delibera- 
tive body for public recognition of our 
debt of love to those who have labored 
and have not fainted. My heart is 
strangely warmed when I think of so 
many of the servants of Christ and the 
people, who through diligent, prayerful, 
and untiring struggle have been used 
of God to lengthen the cords and 


strengthen the einices of churches all 
over the District. So much good work 
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has been done by so many, and so few 
among us ever think of manifesting any 
sense of appreciation. I sincerely wish 
that I could take you—each of you—by 
the hand and try to express the some- 
thing that is in my heart for all who 
from pure motives have faithfully lab- 
ored in the Word and doctrine. Some 
day somewhere your labors will be cor- 
rectly appraised and fully rewarded. 

I will refrain from going into detail 
in this report to the District concerning 
the ways in which I have spent my time. 
I have preached or officiated at business 
meetings on an average of about three 
times a week. I[ have traveled as far and 
as fast as any preacher of declining years 
should be expected to travel. 


I am happy to report that the general 
state of the churches is healthy and pro- 
gressive. Sunday school and church 
attendance is showing a substantial in- 
crease, and our co-operation in the world- 
wide missionary enterprise seems defi- 
nitely on the upgrade. From all the 
general trends, I would say the prospects 
are bright for a constantly rising level 
in our contribution to the cause of evan- 
gelical religion in the great world field. 

Though the costs of material and 
labor continue at an all-time high, the 
need and the urge to expand has been 
so great that some 18 cities and com- 
munities have erected and occupied new 
church buildings or have their church 
edifices almost ready for dedication. 
Also worthy of note in this connection 
are the many and varied improvements 
in church and Sunday school facilities 
that will greatly enhance the fruitful- 
ness of our testimony and service 
throughout the District. All this is im- 
portant in a relative sense only. The 
thing of major importance is that we 
haves and keep the blessing of God that 
maketh rich, that our people have an 
experience with God that is crystal clear 
and that our testimony and message be 
so on fire with the Holy Spirit that we 


shall ever be a rebuke to a sinful gen- 
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eration and an inspiration to all who 
hunger for the good way. 
District home missionary giving 

1947 was nearly $10,000 above what we - 
gave in 1946. Over $30,000 was chan- 
Role. through the District office. This 
looks like quite a sum, but when 45 — 
young assemblies and some 30 ministers 
and Christian workers are in need of 
succor the spread is rather thin. A few 
have given in substantial figures, but 
most of this money has come from the 
meager earnings of those who toil for 
their daily bread. On behalf of these 
struggling churches and self-sacrificing 
home missionaries, whose hands and 
hearts you have strengthened by prac- 
tical fellowship in their struggles, I 
would say an wholehearted thanks. May 
you enjoy the approving smile of God 
and the quiet approbation of your own 
heart in such measure that in this new 
Council year we shall again go over the 


top with another $10,000. 


A year ago the District voted to put 
a full-time salaried Sunday School Rep- 
resentative on the field, and our good 
Brother L. W. Suter was chosen by the: 
presbytery to fill this important post. 
Brother Suter has been well received by 
the churches, and there are many evi- 
dences that his faithful ministry to the 
District fellowship has measurably 
stepped up the over-all efficiency of our 
Sunday schools. This good work should 
be continued and all our churches should 
rally to every challenge to greater en- 
thusiasm and effectiveness. May I sug: 
gest, furthermore, that our pastors give 
more serious concern to making this 
ministry more nearly self-supporting. It 
is proper and necessary to call the atten- 
tion of this conference to the unbalance 
between the words of ‘commendation 
that come to the District office and the 
meager financial consideration that is 
all too apparent. It has cost the District 
treasury the sum of $2,119.29 in addi 
tion to the offerings sent in from the 
fie'd to keep this program going through

Report of the District Secretary 


We have 610 ministers in our fellow- 
ship not counting the 38 missionaries 
we have listed in the Minute Book. Last 
year the report showed 571. There were 
50 transferred out during the year, but 
52 transferred into the district, one was 
reinstated into the fellowship, and three 
withdrew. Brother Overton, Brother 
Parfitt, Brother League, Brother Canaris, 
and Brother Gill have passed on to be 
with the Lord during the year. Sister 
Roxie Alford, who formerly was a mem- 
ber of this district, recently passed away, 
a'so Sister Gill and Sister Freimark, 
who were not ministers but were mem- 
bers of the Ministerial Benevolent Fund. 
Three calls have had to be made as the 
fund had dropped below $1,000. Calls 
will be made at each death hereafter 
until the fund reaches $2,000 again. 

We have 164 affiliated churches and 
41 associated churches. This is a gain 
of six over last year’s report. 


I am sorry to have to report that 55 
have not sent in any tithe during the 
year, ten of these being members of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance coverage. 
Undoubtedly they have overlooked the 
ruling of last year that one cannot have 
this coverage unless he supports the dis- 
trict. Letters have gone out to these and 


‘we anticipate an offering and their faith- 


fulness hereafter. There are a number 
of others who nearly were in this same 
category as their tithe hardly covered 
the 15 cents per month the district has 
to pay for them, much less the 32 cents 
the General Council pays. Several sent 
in less than $5.00 during the year. May 
we anticipate the co-operation of all so 
as to save mutual embarrassment. lhere 
are 16 delinquent in their premium pay- 
ments, some for quite a time. The office 
cannot assume the responsibility of let- 
ting anyone get behind. All premium 
payments are due in advance or your 
policy is subject to cancellation. Please 


co-operate with us in this. We have no 
other alternative. 


I might mention there was a small 
increase in tithe over last year of $938.95 
and there is need for your faithful sup- 
port, as we have an enlarged program 
for the year ahead. We praise the Lord 
for the continued faithfulness of those 
who consistently assume their part in 
their obligation to the financial require- 
ments under our by-laws, and trust all 
will catch the vision. This is our District 


—emphasis on the OUR. 


Time would not permit to read you a 
detailed report of the presbyters’ and 
committee meetings unless this is 
deemed necessary. The presbytery met 
on June 26, 27, 28 and July 1-3 at the 
camp meeting in St. Helena and on the 
Santa Cruz campground August 5, 6, 
1947. The home missions committee 
met on June 6 and on August 5. The 
Santa Cruz Campground committee met 
at the campground on June 28, July 9, 
and October 30. The Glad Tidings 
Bible Institute executive school board 
met in San Francisco August 16, Sep- 
tember 23, November 15, December 
12, 1947, and January 9, 1948. 


The most momentous action of the 
District presbytery was in the accepting 
of the management, ownership, and 
maintenance of Glad Tidings Bible In- 
stitute in San Francisco as offered by 
the Glad Tidings Temple pastor and 
board. This did not transfer any prop- 
erty, real or personal. We have the use 
of the school building and temple class- 
rooms on the basis of $1.00 rental tor this 
school year. We anticipate other adjust- 
ments and settlement in the interest of 
perpetuating Glad ‘Tidings Bible Insti- 
tute as a General Council school as 
would be the vision and desire of its 
founders, Brother and Sister Craig, and 
also of the many graduates and friends 
of the school. 


I have checked the accounts of the 
school as kept by brother Vernon Garar- 
den and have found all receipts and dis- 
bursements correctly accounted for. ‘The 
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school is on a paying basis with a cash 
balance December 31, 1947, of $6,762.- 
96 in spite of the increase in the cost of 
living, salaries, etc. We are paying our 
proportionate cost for utilities, taxes, in- 
surance, etc., with Glad Tidings ‘Temple 
to our mutual satisfaction for the year. 
A detailed audit shows $24,070.69 has 
been taken in and $17,307.73 disbursed 
for the period September 15 to Decem- 
ber 31, 1947. With current accounts 
receivables and equipment purchases we 
have a net capital investment in the 
school of $10,793.85 as you will see in 
the printed report. 


We would call your attention to the 
fact that the growing volume of business 
and attention to various matters makes it 
imperative to have more office help. We 
a'so need a more adequate ofhice as our 
quarters are too cramped. Sister Mad- 
docks ably assists, along with her work 
of editing and mailing our Grav Tip- 
INGs, but we not only have Grap Tip- 
INGS magazine records, but the records 
of the Ministers Benevolent Fund, Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance, St. Helena 
Campground, Santa Cruz Campground, 
with prospects for much more in the 
weeks to come, and some work and 
interest in Glad ‘Tidings Bible Institute 
in its records and the development of the 
school under district management. 


I am happy to serve in what way I 
can but I can see little spiritual value in 
all this detail for a preacher. Extra help 
is needed to handle the details. ‘There 
are interviews, correspondence, and 
other matters of oversight which takes 
much time. Sister Maddocks and I have 
put in many more hours than we would 
if employed by a secular organization. 
Will you pray about this? I am asking 
the District presbytery for consideration 
and action. 


The district has a great work to do in 
home missions, C.A. and Sunday School 
programs, campground, and Bible school 
future, Women’s Missionary Council, 
and relief work, and foreign missionary 
programs. Mrs. Thurmond and _ the 
Women’s Missionary Council groups 
have been doing a noble work. It is 
taking a great deal of her time, but we 
have both been happy in serving the 
Lord as opportunity affords. ‘The burden 
gets heavy at times and there are not 
enough hours in some days, but we will 
continue to serve as the Lord permits, 


rejoicing in the fellowship we have 
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Ten Relief Dollars Will Buy... 


Since our brethren overseas put. spe- 
cial emphasis on lack of food and the 
deficiency in their diet, it might be well 
for our assemblies to concentrate for a 
time on cash contributions wherewith in 
turn Church World Service will buy at 


wholesale prices such commodities as: 


Whole Powdered Milk 

The cost per pound is $.434, includ- 
ing ocean freight. One pound of pow- 
dered milk makes a gallon of fluid milk. 
Ten dollars will provide five under- 
nourished children in a church or 
orphanage with a glass of milk once a 
day for a period of 12 weeks. 


White Flour 

The cost per pound is $.079, includ- 
ing ocean freight. Ten dollars will make 
available five 25-pound bags of white 
flour to supplement the diet of each of 
five nursing or expectant mothers. 


Canned Beef 

The cost per pound is $.408, includ- 
ing ocean freight. Allowing five serv- 
ings per pound $10 will provide a main 
dish, one meal a day for 12 people for 
10 days in a refugee home or youth 
camp, or an average family for 30 days. 

Some of our Crusader Bible classes, 
or young married couples’ classes, have 
proposed to furnish $10 each month for 
the needy overseas, whereby much suf- 
fering would be alleviated. It would be 
very commendable if C.A. leaders, Sun- 
day school superintendents, or teachers 
would make this plan their project for

be our special camp speaker. He is a 
fine Christian gentleman and a_ real 
Pentecostal preacher, and we are fortu- 
nate in being able to put our camp 
meeting under his able leadership. 


You will be interested in this rough 
picture covering the cost of our Bethany 
Park Santa Cruz development. The 
total cost of the land and the improve- 
ments to date is $75,589.76. The total 
price of the lots now surveyed and priced 
by the presbytery is $100,325. One 
hundred and fifteen of these lots have 
been sold for a total of $59,850. This 
leaves about 100 lots and a considerable 
portion of the land that will not be 
needed in connection with our camp. 
If and when we dispose of this “Trans- 
jordan” land and the balance ef the 
lots in the subdivision, we will have our 
splendid tabernacle area with parking 
space, space for trailers and tents, recrea- 
tion grounds, and trails for hikers, plenty 
of lolling space under towering redwoods 
for those who pine for rest, a good road 
system with easy access to the highway, 
all this for nothing and perhaps some 
$25,000 thrown in to help in the erec- 


tion of camp facilities. 


It may be some time, however, be- 
fore these remaining lots are sold, but 
‘I have good reason to believe that since 
we are now in position to give deeds 
and get started with our camp buildings 
that sufficient of these remaining lots 
will be sold real soon to give us the 
property for camp purposes free and 
clear — positively without cost to the 
District. We are close enough to this 


oal that we can all feel safe, and we’ 


should all feel happy. 


Some of our brethren will present a 
plan to this session for raising money 
for camp buildings. We will need a 
tabernacle, about 100 by 160 feet, din- 
ing hall, kitchen, and rest rooms. This, 
of course, will cost money, but it will be 
easy, dead easy, if we only have the 
collective will to see the job done. We 
can put over a big general program 
without strain on anybody when we 
have general co-operation. Any inter- 
ested person in average circumstances 
could give say $5 or $10 over a period 
and never miss it, neither would this be 
reflected in their usual church offerings. 
This would tie them into the general 
program of the movement, give them a 
feeling of sharing and _ fellowshipping 
in a great cause, and strengthen the tie 
that binds them to a great brotherhood. 


—_—_——— 
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I repeat for the special benefit of anyone 
specially inclined to conservatism that 
if the pastors throughout our co-opera- 
tive fellowship will give all the people a 
fair chance to participate, we will find 
this task to be easy and joyful. 


The Bible abounds with incidents 
that illustrate what our attitude and 
position should be in relation to any 
project which we attempt together for 
the glory of God. ‘Too often ‘in the long 
history of religion have God's builders 
been forced to work with one hand 
while in the other they carried weapons 
of defense against opposers and discour- 
agers. I am also reminded of the princes 
of Israel who surveyed the land of prom- 
ise and brought back their report to the 
camp. Ten of these men said the land 
is all right and we believe in the pro- 
gram, “but we be not able.” You will 
remember the tragic result of the evil 
report of that grasshopper committee. 
I don’t think there is any probability 
that anyone of our modern princes will 
go back to his camp and say yes, the 
proposition these brethren want to put 
over is all right, but “we be not able.” 
However, it would be easy for someone 
to father discouraging doubt and in- 
action concerning this co-operative un- 
dertaking and thus unconsciously render 
a disservice to his own group and to 
the more general aspects of our state 
and national fellowship. 

In closing, I commend unto you the 
courageous, believing attitude of Caleb 
and Joshua, who said, “We be well 
able.” Brethren, we be well able to 
consummate this camp project with dis- 
patch and with credit to our expanding 
fellowship. It will not be a burden on 
anyone if it gets a little boost from 
everyone. Will you give it a boost, or 
will you give it the boot?

Report to the 


At the close of this District Council 
it will be one year since we have come 
to the Sunday School department of the 
Northern California and Nevada Dis- 
trict. It hardly seems that time could 
have slipped by so fast, but that fact also 
makes us realize that we need to be 
about the Master’s business more than 
ever before, for as we look around we 
are made conscious of the fact that the 
coming of Jesus, our King, draweth nigh. 

This has been a year of real joy as 
we have watched the saints of the Lord 
make a new determination to be better 
soul winners than ever before, realizing 
that the Sunday School is one of the 
greatest soul-saving agencies that the 
Lord has given us. 


I have made two trips to Springfield, 
Missouri, this year. One to attend the 
5th National Sunday School Conven- 
‘tion which was held immediately after 
our District Council. The other trip was 
when the National Sunday School De- 
partment called the District Sunday 
School Representatives in to put the 
final touch on the National Sunday 
School Standard and the new record 
books. ‘The National Sunday School 
Standard is a definite improvement over 
the Lighthouse Plan as well as the new 
record books being one of the best set 
of records for Sunday Schools that it 
has been our privilege to see. A large 
number of our schools have adopted the 
National Sunday School Standard as a 
plan for their schools to work by. Reports 
have come to us from many of these 
schools stating that the members were 
putting forth a real effort to make their 
school a better school than it has ever 
been before. 


It has been a thrill to our hearts to 
watch the reports coming in from the 
various Sunday schools of the district. 
Out of approximately 200 Sunday 
schools only 94 have sent in a report 
but those 94 schools have caused us to 
offer praise unto the Lord for His good- 
ness and mercy as the workers in our 
Sunday schools have pressed the battle 
to win the lost for Christ. 
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District Council 


In checking our records, we find that 
75 schools reported for the 1945-46 Sun- 
day school year, while 94 schools have 
reported this year. The average grade 
of each school on our check-up was 56 
for the 1945-46 year. This year the aver- 
age grade of each school has been raised 
to 71. In grading the schools, the grades 
have been broken down into 4 brackets. 
The school that earned from 1 to 69 
points is awarded a poster with a picture 
of the open Bible on it. The school that 
earned from 70 to 80 points is awarded 
a poster with a blue shield. The school 
that earned from 81 to 90 points is 
awarded a poster with a scarlet cross. 
And the school that earned from 91 to 
100 points is placed in the top bracket 
and awarded a poster with a gold crown 
on it. 


Last year 62 of our schools that re- 
ported were in the Open Bible bracket, 
having made a grade of between 1 and 
69 points, while this year only 41 schools 
were in this bracket. Ten schools were 
in the Blue Shield bracket last year com- 
pared with 30 schools this year. Last 
year we only had three Scarlet Cross 
schools, while this year we-have 19. 
Then last but not least, last year we did 
not have a single Gold Crown school 
in the district, while this year we have 
four Gold Crown schools. 


I would like to take a moment to call 
your attention to these Gold Crown 
schools. Leading with a grade of 96 is 
the Bethel Tabernacle Sunday school of 
Oakdale, where Brother E. L. Spilman 
is pastor. Next in line, with a grade of 
92, is Glad ‘Tidings ‘Tabernacle Sunday 
school of Palo Alto, where Brother R. J. 
Renfroe is pastor. The other two schools 
tied with both receiving 91 points, 
namely, the Assembly of God Sunday 
school of Berkeley, where Sister Eleanor 
M. Johnson is pastor, and the Full Gos- 
pel Sunday school of Lincoln, where 
Brother E. W. Knutson is pastor. I wish 
to offer my congratulations to these four 
schools inasmuch as they are the first 
schools to become Gold Crown schools 
in our district. I trust that next year we 


at 


shall have at least 25 in this bracket. | 


The reports of these 94 schools this 
year show that they had an average 
attendance of 8,922 pupils. Using this 
as a base for our 200 schools, these re- 


ports show us that we had an average — 


attendance in all our schools of approxi- 


mately 19,188 pupils. Ten of these 
aohoalt showed that their attendance 
was the same as last year. Seven schools 
showed a total decrease of 37 pupils in 
average attendance, and 77 schools 
showed an increase in average attend- 


ance of 1,714 pupils. Deducting the~ 


decrease of 37 shown by the seven 
schools from the increase of 1,714, we 
find that we actually had an increase in 
average attendance of 1,677 pupils over 
last year. We have divided this number 
by the 94 schools reporting, which gives 
us an average increase of 18 pupils per 
school. Using this rate in increase for 
all our schools in the district, we have 
had an approximate increase in average 


attendance of 3,600 pupils. 


The reports also show that these 94 
schools had 1,146 souls saved through 
the work of the Sunday school during 
the last year. This gives an average of 
over 12 souls won to Christ by each 
school. Using this as a base for our dis- 
trict, we find that approximately 2,400 
souls have found Christ sweet and pre- 
cious to their hearts during the last year 
through the agency of the Sunday 
school. 

As to our own activities during the 


year, besides the two trips to Springfield,” 


I have driven over 18,000 miles and vis- 
ited over 60 of our churches in the in- 
terest of Sunday school work. Sister 
Suter and I have spoken a total of 277 
times. Sister Suter has conducted two 
Training For Christian Service courses 
and has issued 45 certificates to those 
who completed the course. I have con- 
ducted 22 worship services for various 
Sunday schools and in conferences. We 
have conducted 11 sub-district confer- 
ences and three sectional conferences in 
one subdistrict. Definite emphasis has 
been placed upon the need of having 
a family altar in every home in our con- 
ferences and as a result we have had 
the privilege of seeing 44 family altars 
started. It has also been our Joy to see 
over 20 souls come to Christ for-salvation 
under our personal ministry. 

Camp meeting was a very busy time 
for us and our staff of workers. Sixteen 
Junior Church services were held. Our 
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Vacation Bible School was blessed of the 
Lord with 267 pupils enrolled and an 
average attendance of 167 each day. 
Two afternoon services of the camp 
meeting were given over to the Sunday 
School Department and services were 
conducted along the same lines as in our 
regular conferences. 


During weekday afternoons a Train- 
ing For Christian Service course, con- 
ducted by Sister Suter, was enjoyed by 
many. Several of the folk who took this 
course found it to be such a help and 
blessing to them in their work that they 
- have asked for another course to be con- 
ducted this year. 


In our Sunday school at camp we were 
able to break all attendance records with 
1154 present the first Sunday. The sec- 
ond Sunday the offering record was 
broken with an offering of $133.48. 

We are looking forward to the con- 
vening of the Sixth National Sunday 
School Convention in Springfield Feb- 
ruary 15 through 19. I have contacted 
the Greyhound Bus Company and have 
secured exclusive rights to a bus which 
will take a large part of our delegates 
to the convention. The bus will carry 37 
passengers. Some are making plans to 
drive through, while others will go by 
train, and one or two will fly. In all, the 
delegation from our district will total 
about 45 or 50. 

We are looking forward to the best 
year that we have ever had in the work 
of winning souls for Christ through the 


Sunday school.

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The Relief Project Up-to-date 


Another heifer for the relief project 
and her name is “Gloria”! The secretary 
of the Napa Women’s Missionary Coun- 
cil sold Christmas cards this year and 
with the help of some friends and a 
donation from the Napa W.M.C., she 
has sent $150 to the District Office to 
purchase the heifer. She writes: “Do 
you suppose we will know where the 
heifer will be placed and if we would 
ever have word from the beneficiaries 
and could we give the cow a name? 
I had such a glorious time working to 
get the money for this project, thinking 
what it would mean to those poor chil- 
dren over there, I would like to name 
her ‘Gloria.”” A reply was sent that 
the heifer could be named and that a 
small metal tube containing the sender’s 
name and address would be fastened 
in her ear so the beneficiaries could 
acknowledge receipt of the gift. 

A report of the relief project can be 
given at this time but the District 
W.M.C. report will appear after the 
District Council session. Up to January 
15, 29,080 pounds of relief clothing 
have been received at the Church World 
Service warehouse at Richmond of 
which four bales, including shoes, went 
to the Philippine Islands with Brother 
Clyde Shields, 12 bales to Brother Bren- 
gle for distribution in the Philippines, 
24 bales with Brother Walker Hall to 
South China, 12 bales to Lulu Ash- 
more, Singapore, Straits Settlement, and 
three bales went to England with some 
soap from the Turlock Church. These 
bales average about 90 pounds to a bale. 
To date $1,650.68 has been received at 
the District office and forwarded to the 
Church World Service for processing 
and shipping expense which will take 
care of the expense for the above cloth- 
ing and 10,000 pounds of clothing 
which is now being baled for shipment 
to Germany. There is a need for prac- 
tically the same amount of money to 
take care of the clothing still in the 
warehouse to be sent overseas. 

Many individual packages have been 
sent overseas during the year and two 
large shipments of food and clothing 
went to England from Bethel Temple, 
Sacramento, and Bethel Temple, Tur- 
lock. 

An automobile, sent out from the 


East for Miss Jessie Wengler in Japan, 


is being packed with relief clothing and 
will be shipped in the near future. An- 
other car, going to Miss Rena Baldwin 
and her coworker in the Philippines, 
will also be filled with clothing. 

Representatives have already been 
established in Germany to receive and 
distribute the clothing being sent to the 
Pentecostal people there. Other coun- 
tries where Assemblies of God represen- 
tatives are established, or have acknowl- 
edged their willingness to serve in that 
capacity, are: Netherland East Indies, 
India, Italy, North and South China, 
the Philippines, and Singapore. 

The Milk Fund, amounting to $594.- 
47, has already been sent to Germany, 
and has purchased 1100 pounds of dried 
milk. One pound will make one gallon 
of whole milk. 

Altogether nine heifers, or the equi- 
valent in money, have been donated and 
several more promised for shipping over- 
seas. [wo of these are now in the East 
awaiting clearance in Germany but may 
be sent to Italy instead, as there is a 
government shipment going there now. 
Other heifers will be sent to Germany 
just as soon as the way is open. 

Several boxes of household articles 
received for the missionary home in 
Shanghai are being packed for ship- 
ment, along with 26 comforters which 
were made by different W.M.C. groups 
for the Christian Home. 

The District and the Foreign Missions 
Department at Springfield, as well as 
the missionaries themselves, appreciate 
the good service that has been given our 
outgoing missionaries by the Church 
World Service in helping them with 
packing equipment, personal articles, 
and help and advice on the many tedious 
details, customs regulations, and other 
information relative to packing and

terms,” 231,000,000 gallons of distilled 
spirits and 140,000,000 gallons of wine 
helped raise the liquor tide-to flood pro- 
portions. Dr. E. M. Jellinek of Yale 
University estimates the number of al- 
cohol consumers in 1945 at 58,250,000, 
an increase of 15,350,000 since 1940. 
Dr. Jellinek points out: “The increase 
in drinking was mainly an increase in 
the proportion of users of alcoholic 
beverages. . . . ‘I’here was only a slight 
tendency, if any, toward an increase in 
individual consumption.” 


Change in Schools 


The State law prohibiting religious 
instruction in public schools has long 
been winked at, but recently in the 
remote town of Dixon, New Mexico, 
the winking stopped. Catholic priests 
and nuns have been teaching in New 
Mexico since the 19th Century. Though 
Dixon’s handful of Protestants had 
never liked the idea of nuns teaching 
their children, they kept their peace so 
long as the church owned the building 
where classes were held. But two years 
ago, Dixon’s 800 citizens raised- $13,- 
000 to build the community a grade 
school of its own. Protestant parents 
were dismayed to discover that the 
county school board had hired a nun 
as principal and four nuns as teachers. 
‘There were crucifixes on the wall, and 
there were Catholic prayers before and 
after class. A delegation of Protestants 
complained to the state board of educa- 
tion. The Santa Fe board urged a com- 
promise: since high school classes are 
still being held in the church-owned 
building, let nuns continue teaching 
there, but hire new lay teachers for the 
grade school. At the State school board’s 
request, the Catholic Archbishop of 
New Mexico .has instructed all 128 
nuns teaching in public schools through- 
out New Mexico to cease religious in- 
struction during school hours and_ to 
take down crucifixes. Dixon’s Protes- 
tants said they would not be satisfied 
until there are no nuns in the public 
schools.

Christian Publications 

As compared with prewar figures, how 
are the more than 800 Gitsdan publi- 
cations of the United States faring? To 
determine American religious reading 
habits during the past seven years, Re- 
ligious News Service polled 70 repre- 
sentative Protestant and Roman Catholic 
newspapers and magazines. ‘The final 
survey showed that 57 of the 70 publi- 
cations increased their circulation from 
10 to 500 per cent. Eight journals suf- 
fered a loss, and five reported neither 
gain nor loss. The combined circulation 
of the 57 publications in 1940 was about 
2,629,000. Today it is more than 
4,225,000. The Bible Society Record, 
New York interdenominational month- 
ly, had the greatest expansion, increas- 
ing its 1940 total more than five times 
to 210,000. 


Burden on Taxpayers 

Alcoholics committed to insane asy- 
lums or to psychopathic wards of general 
hospitals in this country outnumber 
drug addicts by more than twelve to one. 
Mrs: D. Leigh Colvin, presidenf*ot the 
National Woman’s Christian ‘Temper- 
ance Union, has pointed out that 32,918 
alcoholics with and without psychosis, 
entered insane asylums or psychopathic 
wards in 1944, the year covered in the 
1947 Census Bureau report. In the same 
year, commitments for drug addiction 
totaled 2,579. It is obvious that rigid 
enforcement of laws prohibiting the use, 
possession, and sale of drugs is keeping 
the number of drug addicts to a mini- 
mum, while the government-icensed 
and commercially promoted sale of beve- 
rage alcohol is increasingly crowding 
hospitals with its victims. 


Whole Family in Prison 


In Florida an entire family, two boys 
and their mother and stepfather, was 
given prison sentences for sate burglar- 
ies by the teen-aged youth. The parents 
were sentenced to one year each for 
receiving part of the loot from the safes 
cracked by the boys. The three-year 
terms to which the youths were sen- 
tenced will begin after they have com- 
pleted earlier sentences from which 
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they had escaped to rob the sates. Ihe 
stepfather told the judge that after the 
boys escaped from the Boys’ Industrial 
School, he had instructed them “if they 
had made up their minds to steal to do 
it as quickly as possible because they 
were going to get caught.” 

Million Youth at Church Camps 

A million young people attended 
61,000 denominational, interdenomina- 
tional, and undenominational Christian 
camps and conferences in the United 
States and Canada the past summer. 
Though these camps are only a fairly 
recent development, dating back to about 
1918, they have become a very import- 
ant phase of the Church’s program tor 
inspiring her youth with ideals of Christ- 
ian service and educating them for their 
task. 

Gideons’ Spiritual ‘Marshall Plan” 

According to the Chicago headquar- 
ters of the Gideon International, there 
is a mounting request from abroad for 
Bibles. The Gideons, perhaps best 
known for their distribution of Bibles 
in hotels, have developed what they 
call the Gideons’ Spiritual Marshall 
Plan. This consists in the distribution 
of Bibles and Testaments to help supply 
the spiritual needs in Europe and Asia 
just as the Marshall Plan is expected 
to aid material recovery. 


Communications 
While on a railroad train speeding at 


80 miles an hour between Washington 
and New York, a businessman recently 
picked up a telephone, gave a number 
and reached his Washington ofthe. 
With that call, public telephone Service 
for passengers on moving trains had 
become a working reality. he service 
was inaugurated simultaneously on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad’s Congressional 
Limited and the Baltimore ane Ohio’s 
Royal Blue passenger trains. Despite 
some static, normal conversation was 
possible for scores of passengers who 
placed calls from booths in the trains’ 
lounge cars. ‘Theoretically the passengers 
contd call any of the world’s 52,000,000 
telephone subscribers.

Catholic Converts 
A survey of the interchange of mem-

During the year 
ending June 1, 1947, in the 66 churches 
surveyed, 121 Catholics were received 
into Protestant churches, and 22 Protes- 
tants entered Catholic churches. This 
is a ratio of 5.5 converted to Protestant- 
ism for each Protestant entering Cath- 
olicism. 


Record Broken 
In 1946 Americans spent the unpre- 


cedented sum of $8,700,000,000 on 
whisky, beer, and wine—an average of 
$89 for each person over 18 years of 
age. The finish line was crossed $920,- 
000,000 ahead of the previous record, 
which was. set in 1945.
